land to the project, or buying 
land from the project. It is 
not planned to take his pro- 
perty, because of the recent 
construct ion. 

Other parcels of property 
that are planned ‘not to: be 
taken’ include the new Middle- 
sex County fank Puilding, the 
Telephone Exchange, and the 
Pire Station. 

Mr. Rosen told his listeners 
that Victor Gruen, head plan- 
ner of the Victor Gruen Asso- 
ciates, now under contract to 
the Wilmington 'lousing Author- 
ity, ‘muy very wel! change 
the route of Main Street, so 
as to Lring it closer to the 
Poston & Maine Railroad, and 
may also completely eliminate 
that portion of Middlesex Ave.

WILMINGTON LOWERS TAX RATE

In a four hour and 25 minute 
Annual Town Meeting, the 
shortest in years, the Town 
of Wilmington lowered its tax 
rate to $64 or less, yave in- 
creases in salaries to all 
town employees, and voted a 
law prohibiting motor boats 
on Silver Lake - and then 
forgot to provide a penalty, 
so that the law is valueless 
and cannot be enforced. 

About one hour was spent in 
arguing about policemen’s and 
firemen’s salaries. Otherwise 
the meeting progressed smooth 
ly. 

The town voted for a new 
municipal garage, to be lo- 
cated off Andover Street, in 
Water Department property, 
and for a new Police Station 
to be located on Adelaide St. 
on the site of the present 
Highway Department Garage.

Homeawners who heard the Town Manager pro- 
mise a tax rate of $64 or less, this year, at 
the end of the annual Town Meeting may be as- 
sured that this was not something that happened | 
because this was a year in which the Town Mana- 
ger Plan happened to be on the ballot. 

It was the result of careful planning, by | 
our Town Manager, Selectmen, Finance Committee, | 
Planning Board, and other interested persons. 

Neither is this tax cut a "flash in the pan" 
It is based on conservative figures. 

And to add to the pleasure of our home 
owners, Wilmington is going to be one of the 
four or five towns in Massachusetts to announce 
a tax cut this year. 

LET'S FORM A PROHIBITION PARTY 

We are told that certain legislators have a 
bill in the legislature this year which would 
allow the Town Republican or Democratic Commit- 
tees to have a "club license" for the sale of 
alcoholic beverages in their headquarters, if 
they have any. 

Wouldi't it be only fair to extend the pri- 
viliges to the Prohibition Party as well? 

At least a Prohibition Party club license 
would not smack of Tammany Hall. ? 


THE SALES TAX 
Governor Furcolo's proposed sales tax pro- 


misses to be the best thing that ever happened 
in the State House since Ben Butler left for 
Lovell. 

His proposals, at one full swoop, will rid 
the state of the now outmoded 1945 formula 
which has plagued our towns and cities for the 
past 10 years or so. 

The new distribution formula seems not only 
to be fair, but what is more, realistic. He 
is helping both towns and cities to reduce the 
local tax rate, now based on real estate. 

We have only two questions - one of them 
being much less in degree than a similar ques- 
tion of two years ago. 

The Governor proposes to set tax limits in 
the towns and cities. His proposal this time is 
more realistic, leaving a way out'for hard- 
pressed towns and cities to still increase the 
tex rate - if needed, of course. 

The Governor proposes that the present in- 
come from Corporation Taxes be used to finance

mington contributes %22,000 annually to Middle- 
sex County) - but our question is Will the Cor-| 
poration Tax be enouzh? 

Basically, $60 ( or $80) millions of the mo- 
nies raised will be used to cut back local tax- 
es, in towns and cities. This could amount to 
$4 or S6 on the tax rate. 

Each town and city will get a flat $70 for 
each child between the ages of five and sixteen 
in the school census. 

Secondly, seventy five percent of the cost 
of veteran's benefits will be paid. The state, 
now pays 50%. 

Thirdly, seventy five percent of the general 
relief loads will he paid. The state now pays! 
nothing. 

Fourthly there will be a per capita grant to 
the communities, after the first three condi-! 
tions have been met. If there is a lot of money 
the larger cities will henefit more, from this. 
But, as it comes after the other grants, me 
smaller towns need not begrudge the money. 

Towns of less than 10,000 will get a grant! 
of $5.50 per capita. For 10 to 25 thousand the 
grant will be $6.50. $8 will be paid in com- 
munities of 25 to 50 thousand, $10 for communi - | 
ties of less than 150 thousand, $11 for places} 
up to 500,000 anc £14 for communities with a} 
population of over 500,000. 

All communities, it seems, 


will be assured, 


|of at least 10% more aid than they are now get-| 


ting. 

The only thing that will remain of the 1945 
formula will be the aid to smaller towns for! 
roads, under Chapter 81.

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FROST IN THE ROADS 
The Foard of Selectmen, Mon- 
day night, had a subject on 
which they could all agree. 
Wilmington’ s roads, used by 
heavy trucks in the gravel in 
dustry, and as alternate 
routes for the construction of 
Route 93, are taking a heavy 
beating. 
The Selectmen discussed the 
subject for more than an hour. 
'™ Calabrese told them that he 
has had no satisfactory answer 
from the state, regarding Wil- 
mington roads which are being 
chopped up by Highway Con- 
tractors for 93. 
Part of Woburn Street, near 
the Ellis home, and near other 
homes in the area was torn to 
shreds, within an hour, during 
the Monday afternoon thaw, as 
heavily laden gravel trucks 


tore the pavement to pieces, 


Similarly a part of Andover 
Street was turned into a near 
quagmire, about 1 pm. The Sel- 
ectmen were highly indignant. 

Adding to the salt in their 
municipal wounds was the o- 
peration of a gravel truck 
business over Eames Street, a 
gravel company they are pre- 
sently fighging in court. 

Chairman Hagerty described 
Eames Street as being in ‘ter 
rible condition.’ 

The discussion on roads began 
mildly enough, when Mrs. Drew 
remarked that a pole on Swain 
Road, near Taft Road, should 
be moved. 

Kidder remarked that Woburn 
Street, near his home, was in 
terrible condition, and the 
talk-fest was on. 

Hagerty: The State Engineers, 
months ago, told the Supt. of 
Streets that the state would 


‘take care of those things’ 
To Calabrese: All we get as 
answer®to our questions are 
non-committal comments. 

Hagerty: ;et the temperature 
get up to about 45 degrees and 
you've had it. The- 
trucks tore up Eames Street in 
one hour, last week. 

De Felice: Too bad we can’t 
have a Prost Law, like they do 
in “ennsylvania and Ohio. The 
trucks there have to reduce 
their loads by one - third in 
these conditions. 

Kidder: Untold thousands of 
dollars in damages - if the 
state doesn’t do something a- 
bout it we're sunk. 

Hagerty: I understand the 
trucks were not allowed to 
travel along the new highway, 
but used Woburn Street instead 
The contractor didn’t want to 
damage the new highway.

Town Departments, which was vo- 
ted in orderly fashion, and 
with a minimum of delay, until 
the question of Police Salar- 
ies was reached. 

Chief of Police Paul Lynch 
took the floor. 

Lynch>moved that Police Sala- 
ries be increased to $81,640, 
instead of the $70,710 recom- 
mended by the Finance Commit 
tee and ™. 

Lynch: I represent public safe 
ty and I would be remiss in my| 
duties if I did not ask for an 
adequate Police Department. 

Mr. Lynch went on to explain 
that he was asking for salary 
increases of$10 a week for his 
department, bringing his salary 
to $130 a week. ‘Last year the 
Selectmen gave us $15 raises 
and promised next year, with 
AVCO -- The Finance Committee 

says if you spend $23,500 you 
will increase the taxes $1. All 
you can hope to pay if you 
vote this is 47 or 50 cents. 


47 or 50 cents 
Thank you. 

John Wayward, Finance Commit- 
tee: No one appeared at the 
public hearing - we have made 
allowance in this budget for 
an additional man. 

Lynch: I am asking for $10 
thousand, for additional men 
and for more than the 3% which 
is being given as an increase 
for everyone in town. 

TM Calabrese: The 3% increase 
is for all departments, and is 
what the Selectmen thought 
could be done. Some were a- 
gainst it, but I convinced 
them, It is based on the work 
of the Wage and Salary Commit- 
tee, 3 years ayo. Personally 


you - what you can afford -but 
it is only fair not to single 
out one Department. 

All Town Employees should be 
on the same basis. 

Frank Hagerty: This cost of 
living index in November was 
up 1.8%. We made it 3%. We 
have unanimously informed the 
Town Manager that he should 
have a new salary committee or 
industrial study. We feel that 
any measure which increases 
salaries for the Pclice or 
Fire Department should be giv- 
en to all departments. It was 


with that thought that we vo- 
ted the 3% increase,

John J. Collin Will the 
personnel of the Police Depart 
ment remain the same? 

TM: We have a requisition be- 
fore the Civil Service for one 
man, to replace the late De- 
puty Chief of Police. The Sel 
ectmen voted not to continue 
his office, which was made in 
recognition of his bravery, but 
will bring the compliment to 
full strength. 

The motion to amend lost with 
a resounding NO, after 20 min- 
utes of devate. 

Police Exnenses 

The sum of $6890 was voted 
for Police Department expenses 
after Pill Curtin explained 
that the sum printed ($5890) 
was a typographical error. 

Fire Department 

Fireman Freddy Kleynan, at 
this point moved that Article 
24 be considera! at this time. 
(Adoption of State Laws re- 
garding Firemen’s pay) The mo- 
tion was wlopted 202 to 73. 

Kleynen: Your firemen are 
getting $1.46 an hour for a 56 
hour week, and they have ano- 
ther stand-by duty period of 
56 hours for which they get no 
pay at all. We are told that 
the Finance Committee is a- 
gainst the adoption of ‘permis 
sive legislation,’ yet since 
1955 the Town and the Finance 
Committee has approved 42 art- 
icles of Permissive Legisla- 
tion’. The Finance Committee 
wants to keep the control in 
town - we figure what better 
way is there than to ask the 
taxpayers? We lost, last Sat- 
urday, we agree to that, but 
where will the town be in 
years to come if they keep vo- 
ting against the people who 
serve them? 

In 1958 your fire department 
served to answer 607 calls, 
526 of them still alarms. We 
have a lot of things we do, 
such as keep wp in drills by 
the Red Cross, and the Dep’ t 
of Education, and last year 
the Civil Defense course. 

The cost of living continues 
to increase - it costs us mre 
to live - we exist from day to 
day. Almost every day you can 
read in the daily papers how 
some unfortunate fireman has 
been overcome by inhalation of 
smoke - you say it can’t hap- 
pen here this is a small 
town, but men have fallen off 
ladders and hurt their legs. 

We have a man eligible to 
join our fire department who 
cannot afford to take the job. 
It would cost him $80 a month 
in salary, and his household 
expenses could not allow it. 

This vote will cost you 41 
cents on your taxrate - we are 
not the kind of people who 
will go on strike - we have no 
union - only the Town Manager 
and our cause - we went to the 
Finance Committee hearing and 
they turned us a deaf ear. 

Our Department has come a 
long way since 1955. Not one 
of our men has ever been dis- 
courteous and our pay is 


Wakefield $4800 a year - our 
take home pay is $64.17 

Hagerty: I agree with Mr. 
Kleynan in many respects, but 
ladies and gentlemen, the Fire 
Department, and the Police 
Department presented a differ- 
ent picture to us. From the 
point of view of the governing 
body we were siven the choice 
of arrows or bullets! 

New Companies 

The secret to accruing money 
is to increase the tax base. At 
the present time several com- 
panies are talking with us a- 
bout locating here. It is in 
that way, and that way alone 
that we can get the money to 
pay for our schools, and our 
public servants! 

We ask you to hold the line 
this year!With the new high- 
way Wilmington is in an ex- 
cellent position - it has the 
best industrial climate in 
Middlesex County! 

It may well be that in a year 
or a year and a half we can be 
in a position to offer our 
enployees more than they are 
asking for now! 

These people are asking for 
this as a select group. It is 
not so, I say! I don’t say 
that a Private in the Fire De- 
partment is worth, or is not 
worth $100 a week, but not com 
pared to Other employees. 

Changing the base rate for 
one group means changing the 
base rate for other groups too 
- for every employee in town! 

What is the minimum rate for 
the Town Engineer? For a tea- 
cher? For a Pack toe Operator? 
This Permissive Legislation 
that your Fire Department is 
asking you to adopt starts at 
$5000 u year, and then goes 
up! It can only go one way, 
and that’s up! 

Lets wait for a year or a 
year and a half, and then see! 

Your Foard of Selectmen is 
opposed to this article! 

Rene La Rivee: If you feel 
that any of us here would work 
for $64 a week, then you can

$64 a week 
support the Selectmen. If you 
feel that a little more should 
be paid, then you should sup- 
port the Piremen! 

TM Calabrese: Our Fire De- 
partment is in a no different 
position than other Fire De- 
partments in the Commonweal th. 
We have available all the pay 
rates that are given in every 
town and city in the Common- 
wealth. We have gone over page 
after page of that report, and 
Wilmington is on a par with 
most communities, and a heck 
of a lot better than many 
places that has more money 
than we do! 

Five communities have already 
turned-down pay raises. If we 
vote to accept this, our pay 
schedules will always be set 
by the state and we will have 
nothing to say about it! 

William Agreeable Smith: What 
is the base pay for other de- 
partments in the town? 

The TM started to read a long 
list of pay schedules. He was 
interrupted by Smith. 

I just wanted to ask average 
base pay in comparison for a 
Private! 

The TM started to read a few 
pay rates for lowest base pay 
employees. Smith grumbled ‘I 
still don’t know what the base 
pay is’ and sat down. 


No! 
Finally, at 3:08 pm somebody 
shouted ‘Question’. The ques- 


tion was put, and there was a 
resounding NO. The firemen had 
lost their bid. 

Article 4 proceeded, very 
quietly. There were no ques- 
tions or comments for a while 
other than a brief explanation

Schools 

There were two questioners of 
the school schedule, one of 
them being Earl Adams of Chest 
nut Street, a newcomer, and 
the other Joseph Courtney, ex- 
Town Manager. 

Adams wanted to know about 
the increased salaries for 
teachers. He was told by John 
Collins that the increases 
were voted last year, but this 
year they showed up, bécause 
only one third of the salary 
was paid, from September to 
January, 
in 1959. 
Adams also question the Spe- 
cial Account of $5075. He was 
told that this represented the 
salary of a teacher who had 
had to leave to go to a sani- 
torium, and that the salary 
was guaranteed by law. 

Joe Courtney had some fun 


fun 

with the School Committee, es- 
pecially Arthur V. Lynch, the 
gentleman who volunteered to 
answer Mr. Courtney’ s ques- 
tions. r. Courtney and Mr 
Lynch were bobbing up and down 
like marionettes for a few min 
utes. 

The questions involved the 
Money accruing to the School 
Department under Public Law 
874 - payment for tuition of 
children of government employ- 
ees. Last year the tax rate 
had been cut, when the School 
Department used about $18,000 
for transportation purposes. 
Courtney wanted to know why 
the School Department didn’t 
use money in the same way this 
year. The upshot of the mat- 
ter, according to Lynch, was 
that the School Department was 
not as certain this year of 
the money it would get, and 
further that ‘ we are wiser 
men this year’. 

Fast Action 

With hardly a murmering dis- 
sent, the town voted, in quick 
succession, $750 for each of 
the veteran's clubhouses, $100 
for the Town 4H Committees, 
new street lights, two new 
police cruisers, and a new 
highway department truck. 
$3884.05 was voted to pay un- 
pail bills, on notion of Sel- 
ectman Plack. 

Municipal Garage 

There was a brief argument on 
the new municipal garage, for 
which the town voted $75,000 
of which $70,000 was to be 
borrowrd on ten year bonds. 

In the argument Joe Cuoco 
movei that the article be ta- 
bled. Re was voted down, 217 
to 37. 

TM Calabrese told the town 
that at present the town has 
no system of preventative 
maintainance, for trucks and 
vehicles. The to he said, 
could save $3500 to $4000 a 
year, with 4 municipal garage. 

Agreeable Smith wanted to 
know if all the town’s equip- 
ment would be stored in tce 
garage.

FIFTY YEARS AGO AT 

SILVER LAKE 

(Con tinued) 
Silver Lake fifty years ago 
was very nice in the summer 
time, but it was in the winter 
when the people from Charles- 
town and other Boston suburbs 
were gone, that the people of 
Silver Lake had a sense of 
really belonging. 
It was then that the farming 
community snuggled down for 
the winter, that the commuters 
on the train at Silver Lake 
found the railroad station 
(long since burned down) a 
welcome shelter against the 
arborean blasts, and that the 
kids had their best season - 
skating on the lake, flirting 
with danger, from the open 
pond’ where ice had been cut 
for next summer's use ( and 
meanwhile stored in the huge 
ice houses that stood on ei- 
ther side of the lake) or 
sliding on Pop’ s Hill. 
Pop was Pop’ Neilson ( Uncle 
of the publisher of this pa- 
per), the father of a brood of 
six, and he owned the farm- 
house that is now the Joyce 
home - the 17 room building at 
the head of Harnden Street. 
Im those days there was a 
path that led down the hill to 
the brook, a bridge across the 
brook, and then a path again 
to Mrs. Mysherall’s store - 
now the Silver Lake Drug Store 
The bridge over the brook was 
something less than three feet 
wide, arched, and without, side 
rails, It caused a very ple- 
sant sensation, in the winter 
time, to slide over that 
bridge - after streaming down 
the hill, wind pulling tears 
from the eyes, there would be 
a sudden sensation of a ‘take- 
off as the sled went over the 
bridge, and continued on for a- 
nother 50 feet to a final stop 
If by any chance the slider 
missed the bridge - the water 
$s cold, and the nearest 
house seemed to be miles and 
miles away, to little feet. 
Someone - perhaps it was Pop, 
perhaps it was one of his sons 
and perhaps it was a friend, 
provided a real thrill for all 
the youngsters, when he pro- 
vided a huge ‘double runner’ 
sled, for the sliding on Pop's 
Hill. The center piece was a 
long laken plank, on which e- 
very one would sit astride. 
On each side, about a foot be- 
low, were two boards which 
were as long as the plank, for 
the rider's feet. 
Perhaps the work plank best 
describes the center piece, 
but it was no rough piece of 
lumber - instead it was care- 
fully finished, as was the en- 
tire sled. 
The front set of runners were 
capable of being steered by an 
iron wheel, rugged cast iron, 
about 12 or 14 inches in dia- 
meter, and a husky youth was 
always a necessity, if the 
‘double runner’ for so it was 
called, were to be used. Man- 
power was needed, to steer 
that sled - no boy was strong 
enough. 
Seven or eight adults, or as 
many as 14 kids were a load 
for that sled, with no child

in the seat behind him. 

Saturday mornings were the 
best time - children were not 
at school ~ and even in those 
days there were offices that 
were closed on Saturdays, so 
that there were some adults 
present to take care of cer- 
tain necessities with regard 
to the sled. 

For in addition to having to 
have a husky ‘driver’ several 
husky ‘pushers’ were a very 
valuable asset, with that sled 
The driver, properly muffled, 
would get into place, a wolen 
scarf wrapped around his neck, 
and mittens or gloves pro- 
tecting his hands from the 
cold cold iron of the wheel 
which steered the sled. 

Then assorted school children 
would get on behind the driver 
sitting astride, each having 
the legs of the next person 
outside his body. Finally the 
last person, an adult, would 
sit on the back end, and sev- 
eral husky youths would start 
the sled by running and push- 
ing, for some twenty yards. 
Then came the never to be 
forgotten sudden sinking sen- 
sation of sliding down the 
hill amidst whooping and hol- 
lering companions, the sudden 
rise at the bridge, and the 
gradual slow dow as the sled 
approached Main Street, 
Perhaps 15 or 20 miles an 
hour was all that that sled a- 
chieved, but that was a tre- 
mendous speed in those days, 
when the traffic signs on Main 
Street forbad a speed of over 
12 miles an hour. 

Kids who tried to catch up to 
the Double Runner,'on their 
own sled were unable to so do, 
so without doubt it was the 
fastest thing around at that 
time, and - of course, for the 
people who steered, there was 
always the added fillip of 
wondering whether or not the 
sled wuld ‘make’: the bridge, 
or land instead in the brook, 
to send a dozen or so people 
streaming home for a quick 
change of clothes, 

But the old ‘Double Runner 
has long since disappeared, as 
has the bridge across the 
brook. 

Another feature of those days 
to the writer at least, was 
the Christmas Party of ‘Pop’ 
Neilson. It was held, every 
year, Danish style, on Christ- 
mas Eve, having started 10 
years or so, previously, at 
the ‘Old Farmhouse’ (now the 
home of Dean Swan - on Chest- 
nut Street. ) 

For sixty years those Christ- 
mas parties continued - pro- 
bably the oldest party as such 
in Wilmington, first in the 
home of Pop Neilson, then in 
the home of his son, Eddie. 
Every Neilson, or descendant, 
for miles around always attend 
ed that party - sixty was a 
small number - but last year 
was the last - for the clan 
became too large, for one rea- 
; Son, and distances became too 
great, with many of the family 
in Florida, or elsewhere. 

A feature, of course; of the 
Winter Time, then as now, was 
the sounds made by Silver Lake 
on cold cold nights, as the 
ice froze more and more.

The thumps were always very 
mysterious, especially to the 
younger set, who would wake up 
to hear e sound that could 
possibly be interpreted to 
mean that a burglar was climb- 
ing up the cellar stairs. 

The writer was not alone in 
this imagination, for each of 
his companions have confessed 
to similar imaginations. In 
the home of his parents there 
were fourteen steps, from the 
cellar floor to the kitchen, 
and it was not until after the 
count of ‘thumps’ had gone be~ 
yond fifteen that the young- 
ster, lying in his bed would 
be certain that what he heard 
was not a burglar - but just 
the ice on the lake.

Henry Pourassa which is in- 
spired by the noblest form of 
patriotism. 

We have only to read certain 
of his speeches to realize 
that the principles which he 
so ardently advocated thirty 
years ago are still of vital 
interest in the fields of cur- 
ent events. Perhaps this 
fiery leader at times took up 
the dudgels quite vigorously 
in defense of his language, 
and his country 
but we must remember that his 


patriotism filled a heart 
which never harbored any form 
of hatred, 

Fou a and our national 


cause, two names which are in- 
separable. Pou 
to nationalism and he became 
the defender of this cause. 
Both have become so closely 
identified that this spirit of 
nationalism, as a just reward 
becomes his most perfect acco- 
plishment and his most endur- 
ing tribute. 


Today in spite of the winds | 


and the waves of controvers, 
the hopes of Bourassa for the 
emancipation of Canada have e- 
ventually been realized. He 
wanted a nation free, inde- 
pendent, mast or its own des- 
tinies, and he won it. Poli- 
tical parties and politicians 
will fade, but our institu- 
tions will last and that is 
what is important. 

That is why death, in ef- 
facing his name from the lists 
of the living has inscribed it 
in golden letters on the mar- 
ble of history. Death has 
placed Henry Pourassa in full 
glory among the greatest and 
perhaps the most illustrious 
of the sons of Canada. I an 
sure you no longef wonder why, 
he is ‘The Man I Admire!’ 
Thank you, gentlemen.
